Mr.  Chairman^  Gentlemen, 

The  much  regretted  death  of  Dr.  A.  Me.  ¥.  Segerdal  -who  had  been 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  32  years  prevented  him  from  preparing 
and  presenting  his  annual  repoii.  for  the  year  1967.  Having  been  appointed 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  from  May,  1968,  I  beg  to  submit  the 
Report  on  his  behalf# 

The  population  again  shows  a  slight  rise  and  is  now  8,090* 

The  Birth  Rate  again  shows  a  slight  fall  from  18 #6  to  17.9  but  is  still 
slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (l7#2)  which  has  also 
fallen  # 

The  Death  Rate  has  fallen  from  12  #2  to  9.6  and  is  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  (11.2).  The  Devath  Rate  of  infants  under  one  year  at  19*6 
is  some  three  times  higher  than  in  1966  and  compares  with  the  figures  of 
18.3  for  England  and  Wales.  It  should  be  noted  however  that  with  a 
relatively  small  number  of  Births  one  additional  death  makes  a  considerable 
difference  to  the  rate.  Three  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  as  against 
one  in  1966.  These  were  all  within  the  first  foar  weeks  of  birth  and  in 
two  cases  due  to  congenital  malformations. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  in  the  community  were  hea2Tt  disease, 
malignant  disease  and  strokes,  in  that  order,  mainly  in  the  elderly.  No 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  but  one  case 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  in  an  elderly  lady  who  was 
admitted  to  hospital.  The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  only  eleven  and  most  of  these  are  of  long  standing. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  R«  B.  Jones,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
for  the  preparation  of  the  sections  of  the  Report  dealing  with  matters 
falling  into  his  perview  and  to  you  gentlemen  for  the  cordial  way  in 
which  you  have  welcomed  me  as  Dr.  Segerdal^ s  successor.
